Dr. Homan declared that Mr. Blair’s fall | 
was the result of extreme weakness caused | 
by being too long in the open air Friday, 
and the unusual strain of receiving and 
talking to visitors. The fali resuited in con- 
cussion of the brain. 

Dr. Homan did not reach Mr. Blair's bed- 
side until almost four hours had elapsed 
after his collapse. The physician first to 
respond to the ca!l was Dr. Wyer, who was 
closely followed by Dr. Pitman. These 
treated him in the presence of the newspa- 
per men who had carried Mr. Blair into the 
house and worked to save his life until the 
doctors came, apparently for morphine 
poisoning. 

Dr. Pitman afterwards stated to the 
Post-Dispatch that Mr. Biair’s symptoms 
were those of morphine poisoning. 

It has been’ generally known that 
then Mr. Blair's heart action has 
been extremely unsatisfactory to his physi- 
clans, and that his powers of respiration 
have been exceedingly feeble, both accom- 
panied by a condition of semi-consciousness 
from which he frequently relapsed into to- 
tal unconsciousness. These symptoms have 
been regarded with the gravest apprehen- 


sion.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—When Maxmilian 
Hershel was told by the surgeons at St. 
Luke's Hospital July 25 that he had only 
a few ‘hours to live, he called to his bed- 
side the one woman who had befriended 
him in his declining years and delivered 
to her a key. That woman was Mrs. Wil- 
liam George, who, at that time. was living 
in a modest little cottage on Fordham 
Heights with her husband and four chil- 
dren. 

“You have been like a daughter to me all 
these years,” said the dying man, “and 
now | want to recompense you for your 
trouble. Take this key; it will open the 
Safety deposit box, where all that I pos- 
sess" is kept. You will find enough to 
keep yo and those you love in comfort.” 

Almost with his last breath the old man 
called on the doctors and nurses to witness 
that he gave willingly the earnings of the 
49 years of his life to the women whom he 
chose to call his daughter. 

Hershel was something of a recluse. In 
all the 40 years that he lived in this city, 
he had never taken any one into his con- 
fidence concerning his fortunes. Mrs. 
George knew that he had been thrifty and 
had saved some money, but she supposed 
it was not more than a few thousands dol- 
lars, for the old man had lived for many 
years in a little back room in a house at 
Forty-fourth street and Madison avenue. 
but that key, delivered to her by the old 
man on his death bed, unlocked a surpris- 
ing secret. . 

When Mrs. George went to the safety de- 
posit vault and opened the box, she was 
astonished to find it filled with bonds, 
mortgages, stocks and cash. When an in- 
ventory was taken, it was found that the 
total was $1,090,000, all in gilt-edged se- 
curities, worth far more than their face 
value. 


Lived Humbly 
in His Prosperity. 

Hershel came here from Holland 40 years 
ago. At that time he was a_trusted ser- 
vant in the family of Mrs. George's par- 
ents. They were a well-to-do Dutch family 
named Simons. Hershel had traveled ex- 
tensively with them. Soon after coming 
here, he went to work in a tobacco factory 
‘at $1.25 a day, but finally decided to go 
inte business for himself. 

At the end of 10 years he owned a flour- 
ishing wholesale tobacco business and 16 
years ago he retired. But the luxuries of 
life had no atratcion for him and he con- 
tinued to live in a dingy little room on the 
east side, and would not spend more than 
$5 a week for his board and lodging. 

Mrs. George was always a loyal friend 
of the old man. He came more nearly 
making of her a friend and counseior than 
of anyone else. He never spoke of his 
relatives, although it was known that he 
had a brother in Houand wnee he said 
he and his brother had had a quarrel be- 
fore he came to America and that they 
had never afterward been on friendly 
terms. Nor did Hiershel ever once say 
anvthing about his fortune. 

When h fell ill, it was only Mrs. George 
who could minister to his wants. When 
it was found that he was in a serious con- 
dition, Mrs. George hired a nurse and sent 
her family physician to him. For all of 
this she paid out of her own pocket, for 
she supposed Hershel could not afford to 
do so.

COLLEGE GAMES 
TO BE MADE FREE 


Universities Plan Athletic Endow- 
ment, and Will Put Athletic Games 
on an Invitational Basis. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—The faculty of the 
University of Chicago are endeavoring to 
inaugurate a system of athletics under 
which there will be no paid admissions to 
contests in which the university athletes 
compete. As the co-operation of all the 
western colleges will be necessary to carry 
outt this radical departure, steps have al- 
ready been taken to arrange conferences 
with the universities of Wisconsin and 
Michigan. 

The plan will necessitate the establish- 
ment of an endowment fund for physical 
culture and athletics. 

While the details of the new plan have 
not yet been completed some scheme for is- 
suing invitations to the football and base- 
ball games and track meets will be formu- 
lated. Such invitation would be distrib- 
uted to the students, professors, trustees 
and employes of the institutions immediate- 
ly concerned, and the general public would 
have to look to them for their tickets. 

The full details of the plan are to be 
worked out by a committee. The measure 


has already been voted on by the athletic 
board and President Harper will appoint 
the committee within a few days. The 
trustees of the university also have ap- 
proved of the plan.

THINGS THAT SCIENCE CANNOT 
EXPLAIN 


Stick-in-the-mud,” said the 


Prof. Simon Newcomb, in Harper's Maga- 
zine. 

When the number and violence of maget- 
ic storms are recorded and compared, it is 
found that they correspond to the spots on 
the sun, and go through the same period 
of eleven years. The conclusion seems al- 
most inevitable: magnetic storms are due 
to some emanation sent out by the sun, 
which arises from the same cause that pro- 


to detect it has been in vain. Prof. Hale, 
at the Yerkes Observatory, has had in op- 
eration from time to time for several years, 
his ingenious spectrohellograph, which pho- 
tograpnhs the sun by a single ray of the 
spectrum. This instrument shows that 
violent actions are going on in the sun, 
which ordinary observation would never 
lead us to suspect. But it has failed to 
show with certainty any peculiar emana- 
tion at the time of a magnetic storm or 
anything corlnected with such a storm. 

A mystery which seems yet more impen- 
etrable is associated with the so-called 
new stars which blaze forth from time to 
time. These offer to our sight the most 
astounding phenomena ever presented to 
the physical philosopher. One hundred 
years ago such objects offered no mystery. 
There was no reason to Suppose that the 
Creator of the universe had ceased His’ 
functions; and, continulng them, {ft was 
perfectly natural that He should be making 
continual additions to the universe of stars. 
But the idea that these objects are really 
new creations, made out of nothing, is con- 
trary to all our modern ideas and not in 
accord with the observed facts. Granting 
the possibility of a really new star—if such 
an object were created, it would be des- 
tined to take its place among the other 
stars as a permanent member of the unil- 
verse. Ingtead of this, such objects invar- 
lably fade away, after a few montha, and 
are changed into something like an ordi- 
nary nebula. 

A question of transcendent interest is 
that of the cause of these outbursts. It 
cannot be said that science has, up to the 
present time, been able to offer any sug- 
gestion not open to question.

Leher says that when he first saw the 
car Roedel was driving with the wheels on 
one side of the wagon in the car tracks. 
No gong was heard, but Leher turned and 
saw the headlight of the car and warned 
Roedel to turn. 

The latter lost no time in turning from 
the car tracks, and the front wheels were 
clear when the car struck the horse and 
vehicle. - 

Johnson and Leher were thrown to the 
street and sustained several] cuts and bruis- 
es, but were able to make their way home 
on a street car. 


Wrecking Car 
Removes Body. 


Roedel was caught fn the wreck of the 
wagon and fell under the wheels of the 
car, his body being dragged 150 fcet and ter- 
ribly mangled. 

After the car was stcpped a iarge party of 
men cleared away the wreck of the wagon, 
expecting to find the body, but later it was 
found under the ear, — it remained un- 
til the arrival of th: working car. 


Conductor Guy Burton of 3829 South Jef- 
ferson avenue and Motorman Leftor Ford 
of 38H1A Ohio avenue were arrested by 
police from the Curondelet police station 
immediately after. the uccident and or iered 
held for the coroner. Wh en Chief of Police 
Kiely heard of their arrest he ord red them 
released without bond. It is said that the 
coroner will make the release of prisoners 
booked for him: the subject of inquiry. 

Roedel was 26 years old, and the Sunday 
before the accident had celebrated the first 
anniversary of his wedding.

WTR DIES 


CAR SPELDS ON} 


Mystery of Fall From Platform Un- 
solved by Statements of Conduc- 
tor and Passengers. 


There is much mystery as to the man- 


ner in which James Cahill, a motorman on 
an O'Fallon Park car of the Suburban sys- 


tem, met his death. 
His skull was fractured and his neck 


broken by a fall to the pavement at Sev- 
enteenth and Wash streets Sunday night 


at 8 o'c.iock. 
How he came to fall is a mystery. James 


B. Sullivan, conductor of the car, who 
first noticed that Cahill was not at his 
post when the car had gone three blocks 
east from the scene of the accident, says 
that he found the front platform gate part- 
ly open; but as the track is straight at 
the point where the accident occurred, he 
does not understand how Cahill could 
have been thrown out accidentally. 


He declares, however, that he saw no evi- 
dences of a strugg e, and does not remem- 
ber to have seen any passenger get on the: 
front platform. 

A dozen pa:sengers were on the car at 
the time that the death of Cahill occurred, 
but none have been found by the police | 
who heard sounds of a struggle or an acci- | 
dent. 

The conductor and passengers consider. 
that the car's escape from derailment, with 
serious injury to at least some of its in- 
mates, was remarkable. Cahill’s absence 
from his post was not discovered until the 
car struck the curve at Fourteenth street. 
The speed of the car convinced the conduc- 
tor that something was wrong and he hur- 
ried forward, shut off the power and ap- 
plied the brakes. Then he went back along 
the line of the track to Seventeenth street, 
where Cahili’s body had been found. 

It is considered that the ay of 
Cahfil having fallen from the car acci- 
dentally is remote The gates of the front 

latform remain closed, as a rule, while 

he car !s In motion, and are opened only 
for the admission of passengers when the 
car is crowded so that entrance by the 
rear platfo:m is inconvenient. 

These gates open to the inside and it 
is impossible to push them outward with- 
out amaging them In such a way that 
proof of the Incident is ample. 

The coroner began an inquest into the 
causes of Cahill's death Monday morning.

CITY TO PAY FOR 
SAMPLES OF MILK 


New Ordinance Prepared by Dairymen 
Lessens Fines and Shifts Au- 
thority. 


A proposed new milk ordinance, drawn 
by attorneys employed by the St. Louis 


, Dairymen’s Club, will be submitted to both

branches of the municipal assembly Fri-. 


The ordinance, it. is understood, 


sons interested in the prosecutions in the 


interests of correcting the sale of milk, 
but who regard the present ordinances as 
unfair in many particulars. 

In. the new ordinance the health commis- 
sioner is empowered to appoint assistants 
in milk supervisions instead of the city 
chemist, as under the present ordinance. 

The right of inspection is taken from the 
city chemist and his assistants and de- 
volves entirely upon inspectors, who shall 
have access to dairies at ‘all reasonable 
hours,”’ instead of all hours. It requires 
that the insjector sha}l pay for all milk 
‘and cream taken as samples. 

The fines fixed by the new ordinance 
range from $10 to $2 for each offense, in- 
stead of from $25 to $100°under the present 
ordinance. 

The legality of the ordinance now in 
force has been questioned in many suits, 
most ct which are still pending on ap- 
peals. Few fines have been paid, although 
scores of convictions have n secured. 
The police court judges have decided that 
the law is constitutional, but some of its
